Burn Combination Off Vault. 
Fire 
Discovered by Former County Man. 


(By Associated Press) 
Carlisle, 
Pa., March 
7—Burglars 
early today tried to rob the vaults of 
the 
First National of Mt. 
Holly 
Springs, six miles from here, but ob­ 
tained no money as far as is known. 
The bank, however, lost all its records 
for 16 years, including the 
current 
ledgers through fire started by a gas 
torch. 
The banking room ^was badly 
damaged, but the building was saved. 
The vault doors show evidence 
of 
the use of a torch. 
These were open, 
but the section where money and se­ 
curities are 
kept withstood 
the at­ 
tacks of the robbers. The records and 
valuable documents burned were stor­ 
ed in that part of the vault which the 
thieves managed to enter. 
Bank offi­ 
cials said this was the tenth time in 
five years attempts have been made to 
rob the bank. 
The last time was in 
October last year. Each time entrance 
was effected or sought through the 
same window the burglars entered to­ 
day.

Fire Discovered 
Smoke, issuing from the windows of 
the First National Bank of Mt. Holly 
Springs, Cumberland county, at 5:30 
this morning, led Andrew Delp, of that 
place, a former resident of upper Ad­ 
ams county, to turn in an alarm 
for 
the fire department and the firemen af­ 
ter fighting a stubborn blaze for over 
an hour discovered that the fire was 
confined entirely to the vault of the 
bank which had been opened previous­ 
ly by burglars. 
When the fire-fighters finally got to 
the vault, it resembled a red-hot oven. 
The interior had been gutted by dames 
and important 
papers, documents, 
currency and the contents of all the 
safety deposit boxes were destroyed. 
The estimated loss of the contents of 
the vault alone, it 
is believed, 
will 
reach into many thousands of dollars. 
The firemen, who responded prompt­ 
ly to the alarm, were unable to account 
for the smoke which injured from the 
windows and doors in spite of the 
amount of water which w*as being uscA 
and their efforts in checking the flames 
land, it was not until an hour and 
a 
half after they arrives! on the scene, 
it 
was noticed that the smoke was 
pouring from the vault. 
Streams of 
water were immediately turned on the 
vault and the flames extinguished.

(he was vice president. 
Bom in Gettysburg, the con of John 
;Warner, S r., and Annie Warner, who 
| had migrated to this country from 
Germany, Mr. Warner spent his early 
days about the town. 
He was lamed 
from a fall in his boyhood and when 
ithe Civil War broke out he was un­ 
able to join the army. 
He went along 
^w’ith Company F that was recruited 
here shortly after the declaration of 
war. 
His position was that of sutler 
and he followed the army of the Union 
selling provisions to the troops for 
(about a year when he was captured by 
jthe Confederates and imprisoned. 
He 
(escaped a short time latir and return­ 
ed to Gettysburg. 
^ 
] 
Following the war he was engaged 
in various merchantile enterprises in 
j Gettysburg and at one tyne conducted 
a large notion store w here the Photo­ 
p lay building now stands. He planned 
and erected that building. 
When the 
'first furniture company was formed 
j in Gettysburg he was a part of it and 
planned the first building erected by it. 
.This structure still stands and is a 
; part of the Reader Furniture Company 
plant. 
Mr. Warner was a director in the 
(Gettysburg Water Company for some 
forty years and was one of the original 
i stockholders in the Citizens Bank, now 
jthe Citizens Trust Company. 
He has 
i been vice president of that institution 
I for the past eight years. 
Mr. Warner 
organized the first 
fire company in Gettysburg and was 
J its chief for fifteen years. 
Mr. War- 
ner was active in the work of laying 
the w'ater mains after the new nlant 
I was built and made a .sketch of the 
.streets ami how the pipes were to lie 
j laid. 
In 1920 Mr. Warner made known 
his intention 
of erecting 
a ho.spital 
(building for the use of the people of 
this section. 
The building was con- 
j 3tructcd the same year and formally

pearance of diphtheria in the school 
there more 
than 300 children 
were 
cultured and 23 positive carriers of 
active 
diphtheria 
germs 
located. 
They were immediately isolated and 
treated and an epidemic wras avert­ 
ed .” 
Dr. Margaret Hughes Byron, resi­ 
dent 
physician at the 
Slatington 
Farms at 
Glen Mills, 
advised the 
State Health Department that she 
had given the 
Schick test to 
433 
girls, 79 of them to be susceptible to 
diphtheria and 
have since received 
immunizing doses of toxin anti-toxin. 
Colonel McCreary says, “diphthqr- 
j ia can be controlled and encouraging 
indications of a determination to se­ 
cure complete control are displayed 
in many sections of the sta te .” 


Rain kept many ex-service men, 
especially those from the rural dis­ 
tricts of the county, from presenting 
their claim:; to the Clean-up Squad of 
United States Veterans’ Bureau 
in 
the Court House today. 
In all 40 
men presented themselves on 
Mon­ 
day, the first day the squad sat here, 
and until noon today 55 men had re­ 
ceived the free services of the ex­ 
perts with the squad. 
According to the reports from the 
medical examiners, most of tho men 
who passed before them here are suf­ 
fering from the results of gas while 
in other towns where the squad has 
worked the injuries consisted chief­ 
ly of wounds received in battle. 
A 
number of ex-soldiers suffering from 
mental and nervous diseases were al- 
-ao—examined, 
the remainder being 
cases 
of back 
pay, Liberty 
bonds, 
bonuses and insurance. 
The squad, under command of John 
V. Murray, will leave this evening 
for Shennandoah where similar ser­ 
vices will 
be rendered. 
Later this 
month, the squad will sit at H arris­ 
burg and York and all men in this vi­ 
cinity Who do not present their claims 
now may do so at either of these 
places. 
According to Mr. Murray, 
it is the hope of the squad to straight­ 
en out the claim of every ex-service 
man, no m atter how small the claim 
might be and weather the claims are 
presented here or elsewhere, makes 
no difference to the squad. 
“The squad also extends its thanks”, 
said Mr. 
Murray, 
“to 
call 
those 
who have volunteered their services 
and helped to 
make the 
clean-up 
work in Adams county a success.”

The Albert 
Lentz post, American 
Legion, win not join the Chamber of 
Commerce 
at 
the 
present 
time. 
While the members went on record at 
the regular meeting Monday evening 
as favoring such action, the condi­ 
tion of the post treasury just? now is 
such that no 
definite move in this 
direction could be taken. 
The mem­ 
bers carried a motion in which 
the 
Chamber of Commerce is to be ad­ 
vised of its action. 
“The Chamber 
of Commerce and the Albert 
Lentz 
post can bt* of great service to each 
other in the future as in the past,” 
one of the members declared, “and I 
believe that the post should join with 
the Chamber just as soon as sufficient 
funds aire 
available.” This senti­ 
ment was put in the form of a motion 
and carried. 
The election of three trustees to 
holt! the title to all post real estate 
was held when Donald F. Ikeler was 
chosen for the fifteen year term; Paul 
J. Lower for the term of ten years, 
and J . Claire Sowers for five years. 
These men shall have power to hold 
ami execute a good title to all real 
and persona^ property belonging to 
the post and are empowered to exe­ 
cute a mortgage on the real estate if 
necessary. 
They also have power to 
sell the real estate with the consent 
of a majority vote of the members 
at any regular meeting. 
A house committee to manage the 
actual affairs 
connected with 
the 
post property will 
be appointed at 
the next regular meeting this month. 
The house committee shall make all 
rules for the conduct of the members 
while using the post home and attend 
to the maintenance of the property. 
An informal discussion of several 
pressing questions 
w*as indulged in 
when- the 
members were 
urged to 
push the sale of tickets for tho post- 
Lenten dance 
when an automobile 
will be given away as a prize. 
A 
number of books of tickets are still 
outstanding and those persons 
who 
have sold all tickets out of books arc 
urged to turn the books with money 
over to the treasurer, Paul J. Lower. 
It is hoped that in a few weeks there 
will be enough money in the treasury 
to pay off one of the notes on the 
car and bring it out on the streets 
for demonstration. 
In a: few weeks letters will be sent 
to all those persona 
hi town who 
subscribed sums toward the purchase 
of the post home in the recent per*- 
sonal drive. 
According to the chair­ 
man of the committee in charge 
of 
the drive, about $2,000 will be gath­ 
ered 
from the 
drive. 
A\ ith 
the 
amount already in the treasury, it is 
believed that not more than a $2,000 
mortgage will be required to take 
care of the balance. 
A motion to 
empower the trustees to execute 
a 
mortgage on the new post real estate 
for not more than $2,500 was tabled 
for action at the next regular meet­ 
ing. 
An order on thq post treasury for 
$32.50 was granted at the request of 
the commander * to pay the fire in­ 
surance policy 'premium on the post 
home for a period of five years.

An interesting meeting of the Ad- 
; anis County Medical Society together 
with the staff physicians of the War- 
| ner Hospital, wTas held at the local in- 
! st i tut ion Monday 
afternoon, 
when 
Dr. J . B. McAllister, of Harrisburg, 
j gave an instructive talk on diseases 
| of the heart. 
Mr. McAllister is ex­ 
president of the Pennsylvania Med­ 
ical Society; a member of the staff 
of the Harrisburg v. Ii ,spital and a 
consulting member of thei staff of the 
Warner Hospital here. 
While much 
of Dr. 
McAllister’s 
address was technical, he explained 
the causes leading up to a diseased 
condition of the heart. 
“The hurry 
and bustle of the 
rn xlern business 
m a n ^ he said, “are responsible for 
the* breaking down of the heart no­ 
tion. 
The modern 
man runs for 
trains, runs up and down stairs and 
indulges in exercises which his heart 
is unable to stand and consequently 
that organ breaks 
down and death 
ensues.” 
Dr. 
McAllister then outlined 
a 
number of remedies for tho strength­ 
ening oa1 the heart and the prevention 
of heart 
disease. 
He concluded by 
saying that a program of education 
“against hurry and worry” were nec- 
ersary t> check the fearful growth 
of heart trouble. 
Discuss Schick Test 
Ors. J. Bruce McCreary and

Moore Campbell, of the State Depart­ 
ment of Health, also appeared before 
the medical men 
to get sentiment

Were Only Two Good-Sized Orchards Provision to Pay Cash Where Adjusted 
in County at That Time, Pioneer 
Grower Says. 


FIRST WOMAN AS 
CHAMBER MEMBER 


Miss Mary Ramer Signs Appli­ 
cation Blank. New Members 
Total 73. 


The Chambc f of Coriimcrce receiv­ 
ed the first application of a woman 
Monday 
when Miss 
Mary 
Ramer 
signed on the dotted line. 
During 
the campaign for membership which 
is rapidly drawing to 4 dose, it was 
announced the organization was open 
to women as well as men. 
While making 
a canvass of the 
town Monday, 
committees of 
the 
Chamber of U jmmerce called 
upon 
several business 
women and it 
is 
likely that other applications will In* 
forthcoming. 
Results of Monday’s canvass show 
that twenty six new members were 
secured by tin* four teams, making 
the total number of applications re­ 
ceived dyring the past tw'j weeks-* 
seventy three. 
The campaign 
for 
members will continue until Wednes­ 
day night, at which time the Chanc­ 
he r expects to be able to announce 
more than one hundred new members 
and a total of morel than one hundred 
and fifty in thq organization. 
It has been discovered that the list 
of prospective members was incom­ 
plete and an effort will be made to 
round up those to whom letters were 
not sent during the first dads of the 
campaign. 


How Adams county first became 
known as the producer of commercia! 
apples nearly thirty 
years ago, is 
related by Samuel Bream, Biglerville, 
one of the pioneer fruit men in this 
j section. Up until 1893 the orchards 
! of Mr. Bream near Biglerville and 
I of Noah Sheely at Milltown, 
about 
j two miles from Cashtown were virtu­ 
ally the only places that apples could 
bo purchased in quantities. A number 
of farmers grew sufficient fruit for 
their own use, but Mr. Shcely a id Mr. 
Bream sold apples by the barrel to 
people in this section that came to 
their orchard:; to get them. 
“ It w'as in 1893,” said Mr. Bream in 
speaking 
of the 
development 
of 
Adams county orchards, “the year of 
the World's Fair In Chicago. Noah 
Steely, of 
Hi Ll*own, was a visitor at 
the fair. While in conversation with 
I men at the hotel where he stayed, he 
told of the many and fine apples that 
were being grown in Adams county. 
“In some way the Mark Owen Com­ 
pany, of 
Chicago, 
learned of the 
statements made by Mr. Sheely and a 
few days after the fair, the company 
sent John M. Bunker to investigate. 
After looking at the fruit and or- 
ehards of Mr. Sheely and Mr. Bream, 
the agent decided to buy and some 
fifteen hundred barrels were 
pur­ 
chased for Chicago trade. The price 
which was considered a good one was 
$1.50 per barrel. The barrels in which 
the fruit was shipped cost the grower 
twenty five cents each. Up until this 
time comparatively few apples 
had 
been sold outside of Adams and ad- 
joiryng counties. 
“The refuse and drops in those early 
days,” said Mr. Bream, w'as made in­ 
to cider and sold from 6 to IO cents a 
gallon, mostly for the purpose 
of 
making vinegar and apple butter. I 
frequently gave away hundreds 
of 
bu. hols of drops just to get 
them 
away from in under the trees. 
“At the time we sold our 
first 
apples to the Chicago firm I 
had 
eight acres containing 
273 trees. 
Mr. Sheely had 23 acres in 
trees. 
Since that time it has increased to 
hundreds of acres and thousands of 
trees. It is safe to say then* are a 
hundred times as many 
acres 
in 
Adams county in apple trees now than 
there were twenty five years ago.” 


Service Pay is Not More Than $50 
Included. 


(By Associated Press) 
Washington, March 7-Fir»l agree­ 
ment on 
the compromise 
soldiers’ 
bonus bill was reached today by the 
House Ways and Means Republicans 
who authorized Chairman Fordney 
to present the measure to the House 
before adjournment today. 
Repre­ 
sentative Fordney announced that the 
Democrats on the committee would 
be? called in Saturday to pass for­ 
mally on the 
bill. 
The Democrats 
are not expected to sumbit a minor­ 
ity report. 
As finally drawn the measure has 
four options w'ith an added provision 
of immediate cash payment to those 
former service men entitled 
to 
not 
more than $50 of 
adjusted service 
pay. 
It was stated that no changes 
of importance had been made in the 
new bank loan provision of the ad­ 
justed service certificate title or in 
the other three options which are vo­ 
cational training, home and farm aid 
and land settlement. 
The effort to have included in the 
measure a provision 
providing for 
payment of compensation to immed- 
diate relatives of men who have died 
since their discharge from the ser­ 
vice 
unsuccessful. 
Chairman 
Fordney predicted that the measure 
would be passed by the House.
